Lowe bus vandalism bill signed into law 


State Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
recently thanked Jocal officials for 
helping to enact a new law tightening 
the penalties for individuals creaung a 
safety hazard by damaging or 
destroying a school bus. 

Lowe, who sponsored the law in 
Lansing, presented a framed copy of 
Public Act 13 of 1995 to Crawford 
County Assistant Prosecuting Atiomey 
David Sabin. 

“He brought this matter to my 
attenauion and played a key role in 
building support for the tougher law,” 
Lowe said, ‘This senseless vandalism 
endangers lives and must be stopped. 
Tampering can result in tragedy or 
leave school districts with costly 
repairs.” 

Sabin urged Lowe to miroduce the

Schaibly amendment 
submitted to county 
waste committee

The Crawford County Solid Waste 
Planning Committee will convene on 
Wednesday, June 23, to begin 
processing the latest amendment to 
the county’s solid waste plan, The 
mectingissct for7 pan. inthechambers 
of the Grayling City Council and is 
open to the public, although it is nota 
public hearing. 

The amendment was submitted, 
through the Northeast Michigan 
Council of Governments, by Lovells 
Township Supervisor Fied Schaibly, 
after two prior amendments, submitted 
by City Environmental Services Inc. 
of Waters (CESW), were rejected. 

The Schaibly amendment would 
uphold CiSW’s carlicr request to 
compete for waste in an expanded 
number of countics, but would impose 
a$1.50 per-gate-yard fee, to be paid to 
Crawford County, on wastes coming 


into CESWs’ Maple Forest based 
landfill from countics outside 
Crawford. The fee would then be used 
to create an enforcement mechanism 
to monitor waste coming tothe landfill. 

The lack of an enforcement 
mechanism funded by a gate fee were 
cited as the main reason three county 
commissioners voted against the most 
recent CES W amendment. 

At its Tuesday, June 13 meeting, 
the commission voted to send a letter 
of thanks to Schaibly for his 
amendment and to the citizens of 
Lovells Township for footing the bill. 
The motion was made by 
commissioner Robert McLachlan Sr., 
who had been a strong supporter of the 
previous CESW amendments. 

Michael Nelson, an attomey for 
City Management Inc., an affiliate of 
CESW, said although he had not seen 
the new proposal, “Itcan’tunilaterally

He grabbed Cain in his left arm and 
used his mght arm to try and grab 
Smuth. After several atiempts, he was 
able to grab her shorts and pulled her 
out of the undertow. 

Tony Pizzi, 20, of Grayling, climbed 
into the water and also attempted to 
reach South. As he held onto one gird, 
Pozzi got stuck between the rocks.

DOODLES FROM 


THE TALL TIMBER

You are well aware that | like to 

whittle or carve wood and believe it is 
a neat way to creatively keep ones 
hands and mind occupied, and/or pass 
time. Over the years I have carved 
miniature single and double axes while 
waiting for groups of people to gather 
for a guided tour or program, but my 
favorite 4-minute project isa miniature 
canoe paddie. In thy last 10 years or 
so, ] have also made many full-size 
canoe paddles for those in the buck- 
skinning fraternity who use their 
canoes forreenactmentactivities. The 
paddic I copied was originally made 
by David Shoppenagon, who, as you 
all know, was a noted hunting and 
fishing guide on our AuSable River at 
the tum of the century. His paddle is 
probably of maple or birch, yet despite 
its slim lines, is sull strong, A paddle 
to use all day. 

The ultimate canoe men were the 
Voyageurs who plicd the waters of 
whatis now the northern United States 
and most of Canada during the fur 
trade, in canocs varying in length from 
40 feet for acanot du maitre, toa light 
canoc used for carrying messages and 
dispatches that were only 10 to 15-feet 
long. From two to 14-man crews were 
used to man those bark-covered 
vessels, 

Voyageurs typically used three sizes 
of paddles with blades from three to

The men in the center (milicux) used a 


paddle about four and half to 5-feet | 


long with blades nomore than 4-inches 


wide. The steersman (gouvernail) who 


always stood in the stern, used a paddle 
somewhere between 5-and-6-feet long 
(probably dependent upon personal 
preference), with a blade some 5- 
inches wide. The bowsman or foreman 
(avant de canot) used a slightly larger 
paddle, especially when running rivers 
where quick changes in course were 
necessary to protect the bark skin of 
the canot. 

If you want a paddle to fit you, 
select one no longer than cye-level tall 
for the bow and shoulder tall for the 
stem, which should have a slightly 
wider blade to aid in steering. I prefer 
a paddle of northern white cedar for 
deep water (lakes or placid rivers) and 
aslim paddle similar to Shoppenagon’ s 
for general use on the river. 
Commercially made paddles can be 
modified slightly to improve their 
balance and feel, thus increasing your 
ability to paddle well all day. Only 
when you can paddle at 40 strokes a 
minute for 12 to 15 hours a day and 
still be ready to portage or party at 
day’s end, will you be approaching the 
qualities of a Voyageur.

A dedication of the St. Francis 
Human Resource Center, the new 
home of New Life Community Serv- 
ice, to Rev. Derik Roy was held on 
Sunday, June 4 by the congregation of 
the St. Francis Episcopal Church dur- 
ing their worship service. 

In 1987, Rev. Roy and Robert Smock 
Jr. developed an outreach program, 
which would improve the spiritual, 
emouonal, mental, physical and so- 
cial conditions of people in the area 
through counseling and substance 
abuse prevention education, Along 
with others from the St. Francis con- 
gregation, they developed the New 
Life Community Service.

The Social Security Administration 
(SSA) mailed notices recently to 
158,670 individuals whoare receiving 
Social Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) disability 
benefits based on drug addiction and/ 
or alcoholism. The notice informs 
beneficiaries of changes in the law 
that affect the way payments are made 
to them, If the individual is currently 
receiving benefits through a 
representative payee, SSA will also 
send a copy of the notice to the paycc. 

The following changes took effect 
in March 1995: 

All individuals who are receiving 
disability benefits based on drug 
addiction or alcoholism must receive 
payment through a representative
